Ceausescu pushes Israel 
to negotiate with PLO 


WASHINGTON, April 11 (R). 
— Romanian President Nico- 
Jae Ceausescu is expected to 
raise new ideas for Korean uni- 
fication and a Middle East set- 
tlement when he meets Presi- 
dent Carter this week. 

Mr. Ceausescu, who has fr- 
equently served as a bridge 
in East-West relations, will co- 
nfer with Mr. Carter at the 
White House tomorrow and on 
Thursday. 

It will be President Ceauses- 
cu's fourth trip to the United 
States in eight years and he 
wiD be seeking renewed assu- 
rances of American support for 
Romania’s independent course 
despite its membership in the 
Communist Warsaw Pact. 

American officials expressed 
-interest in statements by Pre- 
sident Ceausescu that he has 
indications Communist North 
Korea might be willing to nego- 
tiate a federation with South 
Korea preserving the existing 
social systems of both halves 
of the divided country. 

In an interview published in 
Hearst newspapers last week, 
President Ceausescu said he 
wanted to talk to Mr. Carter 
about the problem of bringing 
peace and reunification to the 
Korean peninsula. 

Middle East 

The Romanian leader, whose 
country is the only Communist 
state maintaining relations with 
Israel and all its Arab neighbo- 
urs as well as with the Pales- 
tinian Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), said he also wanted to 
deal with the Middle East in 
his talks with Mr. Carter. 

He indicated that the stalled 
Israeli-Egyptian peace negotia- 
tions should now be followed 
by an international conference 
on the Middle East that would 
bring the PLO to tire confere- 
nce table. 

Met PLO envoy 

In Bucharest it was reported 
that the Romanian president 
has discussed the Middle East 
situation with a special envoy 
sent by Palestinian leader Yas- 
ser Arafat. 

Mr. Ceausescu told the emis- 
sary yesterday tire Palestinian 
issue was the “essential prob- 
lem” in the Middle East and 
the PLO should take part 1° 
peace negotiations. Mr. Arafat 
was originally due to visit Bu- 
charest to brief Mr. Ceausescu 
on PLO views before the Ro- 
manian leader left for the Uni- 
ted States. 

Instead the PLO leader sent 
his personal political adviser 
Hani Ai Hassan to confer with 
Mr. Ceausescu. PLO officials 
had no explanation for Mr. Ar- 
afat's decision not to make the 
trip himself. 

Mr. Ceausescu discussed Mi- 
ddle East developments with 
Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan here last week. Mr. Da- 
yan rejected the Romanian le- 
ader's view that Israel should 
negotiate with the PLO. 

In an interview published in 
Tel Aviv today the Romanian 
president said that Israel's res- 
ponse to the peace overtures 
of Egyptian leader Anwar Sa- 
dat had not measured up to 
expectations. 

Mr. Ceausescu also said in 
the interview in the English- 
language Jerusalem Post that a 
comprehensive Middle East set- 
tlement could only be worked 
out with the participation of 
Syria, Jordan and the PLO. 

He was quoted as saying : “I 
must say that as against Presi- 
dent Sadat’s firm Initiative 
the response from Israel and 
from Premier Menachem Be- 
gin has not been up to expec- 


tations, or at least has not 
been so far.” 

The Romanian leader added: 
“The achievement of a compr- 
ehensive peace settlement im- 
plies participation in the nego- 
tiations of Syria, Jordan and 
the Palestinians, represented by 
the PLO. This is the only fra- 
mework within which a general 
peace can be achieved.” 


Arafat says 
Israeli 
invasion 
damaged 
82 villages 

NEW YORK, April 11 (R). — 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) leader Yasser Ara- 
fat said in an interview bro- 
adcast here last night that Is- 
rael’s invasion of southern Le- 
banon last month had damaged 
82 villages, demolishing six of 
them. 

Mr. Arafat said the Israelis 
had used not only United Sta- 
tes-made cluster bombs in the 
invasion but also other U.S. 
weapons. 

In the interview with NBC- 
TV news, winch was recorded 
in Beirut, the PLO leader said 
the U.S. had supported “your 
mighty baby Israel” in the figh- 
ting against the Palestinians. 

"Your American cluster bo- 
mbs -- eighty-two villages had 
been shelled and bombed by 
your Phantoms, Sky hawks, na- 
palm, rockets and now your cl- 
uster bombs,” Mr. Arafat said. 

“Six of this number had been 
smashed and demolished com- 
pletely.” 

U.S. confirmed 

The U.S. state department 
confirmed reports on Saturday 
that Israeli forces had dropped 
cluster bombs in southern Le- 
banon in violation of a mutual 
defence agreement. 

The bombs, which scatter 
shrapnel grenades over a wide 
area, come under a 1952 agre- 
ement between the United Sta- 
tes and Israel which allows th- 
eir use only in specified cases. 

Asked about Palestinian ext- 
remist groups that kill civilians, 
Mr. Arafat agreed that some 
Palestinians engaged in such 
violence. 

“You, the Americans, are pu- 
shing them. You are not reco- 
gnising us as a people,” he 
said. 


At least 20 killed in fresh 
Beirut factional fighting 

BEIRUT, April 11 (Agencies). — Lebanon’s civil war forces battled each other with machineguns 
and rockets today despite a Syrian warning that gunmen in Beirut would be shot on sight Com- 
batants in the Moslem district of Shiyah and neighbouring Christian Ain Rummaneh, -- flashpoints 
of the 1975-76 civil war agreed that at least nine people had been killed and more than 30 wounded 
since fi ghting erupted on Sunday. 


The Syrian-dominated Arab 
League deterrent force policing 
the civil war truce issued a 
communique last night saying 
the force would shoot any gun- 
man on sight and shell any so- 
urce of fire. 

But rightist militiamen in 
Ain Rummaneh »nd Lebanese 
leftists hammered each, other 
in the heaviest fighting since 
last February's clashes between 
Syrian troops and rightists in 
which at least 150 people died. 

The deserted streets along 
the line dividing the two den- 
sely-populated districts echoed 
with the roar of heavy machi- 
neguns and the crash of explo- 
ding rockets. 

No deterrent 

Asked what he thought of 
the deterrent force warning, a 

right-wing militiaman in Ain 
Rummaneh burst Into laughter. 
“Deterrent force’’ he said. 
"Which deterrent force? It Is 
not deterring anybody, as you 
can see." 

The 30,000-strong Arab Lea- 
gue force ended the civil war 
in most of Lebanon in Nov. 
1976, when it moved into the 
main combat zones t@ separate 
the combatants. 

Most roads linking the two 
districts were closed today. 
Civilians sprinted across stret- 
ches exposed to firing positions 
on the other side as snipers 
took over rooftops. 

Both sides accused . each 
other of having started the 
fighting. As usual in this city 
of contrasts, life continued nor- 
mally in areas not affected by 
the combat. 

Localised fighting 

At noon Arab peacekeeping 
forces opened fire at rival Mo- 
slem and Christian militias in 
southeastern Beirut witnesses 
reported. 


The Arab Truce enforcers 
went into action to snuff out 
three days of Moslem-Chris- 
tian sniping and intermittent 
mortar exchanges on the capi- 
tal’s edge. 

The fighting was localised. 
But the staccato of machine 
gun volleys and thuds of ex- 
plosions scared people off the 
streets in adjacent neighbour- 
hoods. 

Truckloads of reinforcements 
and armoured personnel car- 
riers cordoned off the area of 
local hostilities that stole pu- 
blic attention from developm- 
ents in south Lebanon, where 
UN. troops were supervising 
a partial Israeli withdrawal 


Meanwhile Israeli occupation 
forces maintained firm control 
over most of south Lebanon 
today, despite a withdrawal 
from part of the territory they 
seized in a massive invasion a 
month ago. 

Heavily-armed troops entren- 
ched in scores of fortified po- 
sitions around the southern 
port city of Tyre prevented 
Lebanon-based correspondents 
from entering the occupied zo- 
ne to confirm the limited pull- 
back. 

Lebanese and United Nations 
officials in Beirut said they had 
received no official word on 
the evacuation. 


Foreign Minister Fuad Bn- 
tros told reporters the govern- 
ment was making every effort 
to secure a clear and final ti- 
metable for a total Israeli with- 
drawal without prior condi- 
tions. 

A UN. spokesman said Maj.- 
Gen. Emman uel Erskine. com- 
mander of foe Interim Force In 
Lebanon (UNtFIL), visited the 
eastern sector of the zone to- 
day but there was no official 
confirmation of the withdra- 
wal. 

One analyst said the Israelis 
still held hilltop positions with 
commanding views over territ- 
ory said to have been evacuat- 
ed. 


Norwegians take over as Israelis 
make token withdrawal in S. Lebanon 


RASHAYA FOUKHAR, Leban- 
on, April 11 (R). — Israeli sol- 
diers pulled back a short dis- 
tance from their forward posi- 
tions in south Lebanon today 
in a first, reluctant stage of 
the full withdrawal decreed by 
the United Nations security co- 
uncil.

anon (UNIFIL).

By moving on all three fro- 
nts, Carter appears to be un- 
dertaking a concerted drive to 
fulfill his 1976 presidential ca- 
mpaign promise to take the 
lead in curbing the arms trade 
-- even while he has not made 
good on the twin promise to 
cut U.S. defense spending. 

Carter is making his moves 
at a rimp when U.S.-Soviet 
relationship may be at a vital 
juncture. 

Just last Friday, speaking 
from the deck of a navy war- 
ship off Vladivostok, Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev ac- 
cused Carter of stalling on a 
new weapons agreement for 


“political reasons.” 

Brezhnev said the U.S. ad- 
ministration was showing “in- 
decision and inconsistency” in 
deference to domestic hard-lin- 
ers. 

Symbolic scene 

The scene of the speech was 
symbolic -- near the Siberian 
city where three and a half 
years ago Brezhnev and Presi- 
dent Gerald R. Ford concluded 
a tentative agreement to limit 
strategic weapons. That agre- 
ement has yet to be completed 
and put in treaty fonn.

Over foe last several weeks, 
the United States and the So- 
viet Union have pelted each 
other with accusations and ve- 
iled threats. Carter, in a March 
1 speech, raised sharp questions 
about the direction of Soviet 
policy. 

The new rounds of negotia- 
tions could reverse that trend. 

So for, only tbe Russians 
have developed the capability 
to seek out satellites in orbit 
and destroy them. 

Vance first broached foe idea 
of banning anti-satellite weap- 


ons during a visit to Moscow 
a year ago. Last month the 
administration formalised the 
proposaL 

Within a few weeks, even 
while questioning U.S. interest 
In arms control, the Russians 
agreed. A site Is to be selected 
for the talks, which are plan- 
ned for sometime next month. 

The arms sales negotiations, 
meanwhile, are directly linked 
to Carter's campaign commit- 
ment to reduce U.S. weapons 
proliferation. 

Talks on this subject are es- 
pecially aimed at curbing sales 
to developing nations. In 1976, 
according to U.S. estimates, the 
Russians delivered $2.19 billion 
worth to such countries while 
the United States supplied al- 
most $4 bin Ion in arms. 

Sales could Increase 

In his race against Ford, Ca- 
rter charged U.S. arms sales 
“fuel regional arms races and 
complicate our relations with 
other supplier nations.” 

As president, he has ordered 
an eight per cent cut in new 
commitments, but also propo- 
sed selling U.S. jets to Egypt, 
Sudan and Saudi Arabia in or- 
der to improve relations with 
moderate Arab co untri es. 
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The tyranny 
of stamp men 

The effort now underway to revamp the entire 
civil service structure in Jordan is probably the single 
most important link in Jordan's long-term develop- 
mental drive, and we sincerely hope that the 
campaign to streamline and improve the efficiency 
of the government bureaucracy is carried through 
rigorously and effectively. If it is not, we will only 
be fooling ourselves, a luxury that we cannot afford. 
The most important element in the reorganisation of 
the civil service is the need for decentralised decision- 
making, and it is a good sign that this will get high 
priority. 

But the overall requirement in this reorganisation 
effort is to sit down and discuss very basic concepts 
such as the aims of individual offices and whether 
the system of work now used in the government 
helps or hinders efforts to reach one’s stated goals. 
For example, we recently had a rather mind-boggling 
experience at the Interior Ministry. Going in to apply 
for a routine permit for a foreign tourist to visit 
Jordan across the King Hussein Bridge, we were told 
to get a 30 fils stamp before the paperwork could be 
processed. At 12:30 p.m., the man who sells stamps 
outside the ministry had closed shop and gone home, 
and we were told that we had to come back the next 
day. But the Interior Ministry personnel were in 
their offices working until 2:30 p.m., and we ended up 
unable to process .the paperwork until the next’ jSay. ' ; 
This is the result of a bad system that produces bad 
results. This is a small example, but it is typical of 
the archaic system by which things are done. If the 
stamp man decides to go home for lunch early, does 
work grind to a halt in every ministry? 

These are the underlying factors that must be 
thoroughly discussed in coming up with a reorganis- 
ed civil service. A more streamlined and efficient 
system of management is required, and we look 
forward to progress in this area. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT Tuesday dealt with reports from Cairo saying that 
a Romanian envoy has recently acquainted the Egyptian leaders 
with a plan, prepared by President Ceausescu for the reconvening 
of the Geneva Middle East peace conference with all parties con- 
cerned taking part. 

It was reported that President Ceausescu will inform Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter of his plan when he meets him in Washington 
within the next few days. The newspaper says that Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan might have been briefed of the plan during 
his recent visit to Bucharest, whereby the Romanian leader beca- 
me convinced to go ahead and announce the plan within the next 
days. 

However, A1 Ra’l adds, the Romanian plan, like many previ- 
ous ones for a settlement, will not carry with it a balsam for cur- 
ing Arab differences, nor will it solve the problem overnight. 
Hence Arab unity of action and building up Arab power, as now 
sponsored by Jordan, remain the most important things. Any so- 
lution that comes from outside, in the absence of an Arab capabi- 
lity to influence the course of events, will only be to the disadva- 
ntage of the Arabs, the newspaper says. 

Under the heading "A Whiff of the Plot”, AL DUSTOUR spe- 
culates that the recent bloody clashes In Beirut between the Ph- 
alangists and the Palestinians were an attempt, a plot, to “re-kin die 
the fuse following Israel’s occupation of south Lebanon.” 

The newspaper asks : “Is it a new episode in the Lebanese tra- 
gedy which engulfed Lebanon two years ago and has not finished 
yet?” 

A1 Dust our points out that Israel, which is due to withdraw 
partially from south Lebanon today, is engaged in building forti- 
fications there. Such a withdrawal is a theatrical move of no val- 
ue; and political observers see it as a mere attempt to alleviate 
world pressure upon Israel to implement Security Council Resolu- 
tion 425 calling for a complete and immediate pullback from sou- 
th Lebanon the newspaper maintains.

Grand plans are envisaged for 
thermal springs at Zarqa Ma’in

Although much publicity has 
been given in recent years to 
Jordan’s archaeological sites 
■nd antiquities the natural phe- 
nomena of Jordan’s thermal sp- 
rings (of which all but two are 
also classified as mineral) has 
gone largely unnoticed. 

For centuries man has taken 
advantage of the therapeutic 
effect of such springs and great 
spas have been developed in 
different parts of the world. 
The earliest evidence of such 
use of the springs in Jordan 

can he found in Madaha, whe- 
re a mosaic depicts Herod ba- 
thing • - presumably at Zarqa 
Ma’in. Remains of Rnman ba- 
ths are to be found ar Zarqa. 
near Jarash and at al Hammeh 
and Abu Dableh in the north. 

Since the days of the Rom- 
ans the springs seem to have 
declined in popularity and only 
in recent years has any attempt 
been made to develop the sprin- 
gs for the use of the general 
public, and then only in a very 
simple manner. 

In the 1960's Al Hammeh 
was developed by a private 
company to the extent that 
there now exist a swimming 
pool, rest house; restaurant and 
campground. At about the sa- 
me time the site at Zarqa 
Ma’in was developed, also in 
a very simple way, by the gov- 
ernment, with similar faciliti- 
es to those at Al Hammeh 
chiefly a swimming pool built 
round one of the hot springs 
which is open seven days a 
week and caters to male and 
female bathers on a rota basis 
throughout the day. 

On either side of the river 
nearby is the camping area 
where tents may be hired for 
overnight stays. There are also 
a few chalets for hire. Up a 
flight of steps one reaches a 
ridge on which stands a swim- 
ming pool dating back to King 
Abdullah’s time and now re- 
served for ‘special visitors’. 

All this is rather primitive 
compared with the grandiose 
plans now being drawn up for 
a major spa complex at Zaroa 
Ma’in. The Jordan Times vis- 
ited the Ministry of Tourism 
and Antiquities and interview- 
-od- Mr. Abdul -Khader Shuman, 

. -Project officer, for the develop- 
ment of Zarqa Ma’in. and later 
visited the site to bring back 
this report 

The Zarqa -Ma 'in springs 

Sixty five kms. southwest of 
Amman at the end of a road 
which turns off the King’s 
Highway at Madaba lies a deep 
gorge set in the midst of a 
wild rocky landscape bordering 
the Dead Sea. As one descends 
the steen winding road on the 
north side of the gorge to the 
river far below the first of the 
thermal springs of Zarqa Ma’in 
comes into sight. There are 
50 springs m all which join the 
river, basically a cold fresh 
water stream, either by bubbl- 
ing out of the ground at just 
above water level or by falling 
in cascades from the rocks 
high above. The most specta- 
cular of the waterfalls is Al 
Shallal. The river is shallow 
and since the sides of the gor- 
ge rise sharply the heat can be 
fek quite keenly as one walks 
through the pass. 

Although scenically beautiful 
(the area is a proposed nation- 
al park) it is not primarily the 
scenery that, now draws tho- 
usands of visitors a year to 
Zarqa Ma’in. Rather they come 
to take advantage of the alleg- 
ed therapeutic properties of the 
spring water which is not on- 
ly extremely hot (45°-63°C 
whereas the maximum tempe- 
rature needed for a sua is 
SS^C) but is also very high in 
mineral content. 

According to German stand- 
ards (DDS) a soring can be 
classified as mineral if the to-

Fortunately the consultants 
are aware of all these problems, 
and state in a special report 
Issued in late 1977 that "faci- 
lities must be provided to ac- 
commodate a relatively high 
number of visitors as a matter 
of ecological protection and 
social welfare for users." 

The main natural scenic fe- 
atures must be preserved and 
emphasised. Existing natural

the left bank, 

"Contrasts between the river 
and hot springs water of Main 
Valley and the bare colourful 
rocky slopes and cliffs should 
be preserved ... Architecture 
should seek to blend with the 
landscape," the report adds. 

"Protective perimeters must 
be created to prohibit public 
access in order to protect fresh 
water catchment and larger hot 
springs destined for use by vis- 
itors to the site. 

“Excavation and erection 
should be conducted with ex- 
treme care, in most cases with- 
out explosives or heavy excava- 
ting machinery, to prevent dis- 
turbance of hot springs and 
landslides.” 

Development in two phases 

The development of the spa 
complex will be executed in two 
phases. Construction will start 
on the spring and is expected 
to continue for four years. Pha- 
se I includes a public restaur- 
ant opposite the waterfall of 
Al Shallal with parking facili- 
ties nearby. The restaurant will 
seat up to 300 outside and 150 
inside, with room for future 
extensions. A new low income 
bath with a cave like tepidarium 
will be located within a new 
campground near a projected 
arch bridge. It will be able to 
handle 1,000 visitors daily (500 
male and 500 female). Togeth- 
er with the new mosque ac- 
ross the road it will mark the 
entrance to the valley garden.

Arab Potash Co. financiers gathering 
hears favourable feasibility report

AMMAN, April 11 — The Arab 
Potash Company (APC) Finan- 
ciers Conference opened this 
morning at tbe Kong Hussein 
Youth City with a smooth pre- 
sentation of Jordan's biggest 
ever Industrial project. 

Welcoming delegates from 
major international funding ag- 
encies, Mr. Ali Khasawneh, Ch- 
airman of APC, spoke of the 
“great national hope” that is 
attached to the $422 million 
potash project, and of the so- 
cial and economic revolution 
that it would bring about in 
tbe country. 

‘The project will sharply im- 
prove Jordan’s balance of tra- 
de” Mr. JJ>. Beuhler, Vice Pre- 
sident of Jacobs Engineering 
Co., APC’s main consultants, 
announced at the start of a 
film and slide show, describing 
tbe development of the project 
Potash exports are calculated 
to improve Jordan’s balance of 
trade figure by $84 million (in 
1977 currency) a year, when 
full production (12 million to- 


ns a year) is reached in 1984. 

Representatives of Alexand- 
er Gibb and Partners, who are 
responsible for the civil works 
construction, then described 
the technical problems of extr- 
acting potash from the brine 
of the Dead Sea. Despite ext- 
remely soft mud, the remote- 
ness of the site, and the inhos- 
pitable clima te, the engineers 
declared their experimental pr- 
ojects successful and presen- 
ted their designs for building 
ten kms. of canal, 10,000 hec- 
tares of evaporation pans, and 
a township to house 3,000 peo- 
ple. 

Eastern markets 

It is expected that Jordan’s 
main market for potash will 
be in the east -- notably in 
India and Japan. In these ar- 
eas APC would be able to 
maintain a competitive edge 
over their major competitors 
from Canada, the final feasibi- 
lity report declares.

Bank of Japan 
may be weary 
of intervening 

GENEVA, April II (R). — Japan’s External 
Economic Affairs Minister Nobuhiko Ushiba 
said here yesterday he thought the Bank of Japan 
would no longer intervene on a large scale on the 
foreign exchange market to check the yen’s rise 
against the dollar. 


But be stressed that this 
was his personal feeling, not 
the stated policy of the bank. 

And he made it clear that he 
expected some improvement in 
the dollar’s position soon. 

Mr. Ushiba was answering 
questions at a press conferen- 
ce during his visit here for tal- 
ks connected with current ne- 
gotiations aimed at freeing wo- 
rld trade from restrictions. 

He said the 98-nation nego- 
tiations, aimed at setting wor- 
ld trade rules in the 19B0's by 
dismantling tariffs and other 
barriers, had been made more 
difficult by the decline of the 
dollar. If the dollar’s fall con- 
tinued, he said, it would create 
a very unsettled situation as 
governments would be reluct- 


ant to commit themselves to 
long-term decisions unless they 
were sure there would be no 
wide fluctuations in exchange 
rates.' 

Mr. Ushiba said Japan still 
envisaged completing substan- 
tive bargaining by the end of 
July in the trade negotiations, 
being conducted under the aus- 
pices of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), 
and he did not believe the 
dollar would continue to fall 
in value by that time. 

Mr. Ushiba said that U.S. 
Chief Trade Negotiator Robert 
S. Strauss seemed confident 
that the U.S. administration’s 
energy bill would be passed 
and this would also favourab- 
ly affect the dollar.

Major non-communist nations to 
hold economic summit in July 


BONN, April 11 (R). — Le- 
aders of the world’s seven ma- 
jor non-communist nations will 
hold a summit conference here 
on July 16 and 17, it was offi- 
cially announced yesterday.

OTTAWA (FT). — Delega- 
tes to the U.N. sponsored In- 
ternational Water Conference 
' called for billions of dollars in 
aid to provide “water for all” 
by 1990. The need is great, es- 
pecially in the rural areas of 
developing countries, no doubt 
of that. But too much enthu- 
siasm could be as damaging as 
too little. 

A brief look at the experien- 
ce with large-scale rural .water 
supply programmes in the last 
10 years (toes not inspire con- 
fidence. hi one Asian country, 
for example, about 50,000 wells 
were drilled in hard rock, dro- 
ught-prone regions at a cost of 
about $4Qm. They were intend- 
ed to bring water to some 40m. 
people, but today an estimated 
80 per cent of the wells are 
no longer producing water. In 
East and West Africa the same 
story is repeated, with some 
countries reporting failure rates 
of up to 90 per cent. 

Out of drte m a chtoflry 

What is wrong? If you ask 
a villager -he will likely show 
you a rusty piece of machinery 
sitting on top of a pipe in the 
ground. The machine was de- 
signed more than 100 years ago 
for use in a very different -en- 
vironment, and it has changed 
very little since. It is called a 
hand pump. The villager does 
not think it is a very good pie- 


ce of machinery -- and be is 
right. 

There are other aspects of 
the situation: managerial, fin- 
ancial and sociological. But un- 
til there is some improvement 
in the technology these prob- 
lems will be very difficult to 
deal with. The present situa- 
tion is like trying to design a 
public transit system where the 
choice of technology is limited 
to 1920 Ford Model Ts. 

What is badly needed, the n 
is a better hand pump. And a 
group of scientists at the Uni- 
versity of Waterloo in Canada 
are hoping that they have it. Wi- 
th the support of a grant from 
the Internationa] Development 
Research Centre, the Waterloo 
team - - composed of senior 
members of the engineering fa- 
culty with backgrounds in phy- 
sics, fluidics and mechanical en- 
gineering - has been working 
on the problem since the beg- 
inning of the year. 

Their assignment was to 
“optimize the design of a pis- 
ton and check valve configura- 
tion' for usd'tn' low-cost rural • 
water pumps”. In other words, 
to produce a pump that is re- 
liable, tough, inexpensive, re- 
quires no special maintenance; 
and can be adapted to local 
manufacture. 

With these factors in mind, 
the scientists avoided tradition- 
al materials such as bronze, 
brass, cast iron, and mild steel. 
Instead they have concentrated 
on the use of plastics and 


hardwoods. They reasoned that 
plastic injection moulding co- 
uld dramatically reduce manu- 
facturing costs, and many deve- 
loping countries already have 
the baste injection moulding 
capacity to produce compon- 
ents. ' 

Bearings are one of the maj- 
or problems with existing po- 
mps. Yet the bullock carts of 
India, which carry more freight 
each day ♦hen fh» Indian rail- 
ways, run on wooden bearings. 
The North American petro-che- 
mical Industry also imports 
African hardwoods for use in 
the manufacture of high stress 
bearings. 

Second phase 

Much of the research on the 
applicability of local hardwo- 
ods for bearings will be carried 
out by scientists in the deve- 
loping countries. Now that the 
Waterloo team has selected 
the best prototypes from the 
different designs they produced 
in tile laboratory, the project 
will move into its second pha- 
se: extensive field testing and 
research. 

The most promising proto- 
types are capable of being ad- 
apted to high, medium and low , 
lift, and can be manufactured 
in four sizes, from one and a 
half to three inches in diame- 
ter. This flexibility in design 
will allow the pumps to meet 
the wide variations in local co- 
nditions that they wilt encoun- 
ter in actual use. 

Testing in the village is es- 
sential. Another'- research group 
recently tested a modified pu- 
mp in the laboratory by ope- 
rating it for one million stro- 
kes. Later, someone doing re- 
search at the village level dis- 
covered that a hand pump un- 
der typical village conditions is 
subjected to between five and 
nine million strokes a year! That 
pump has not solved any pro- 
blems.

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“Models” 

The basic tools of a wea- 
ther forecasting computer are 
“models”, or mathematical eq- 
uations which represent the 
average behaviour of the we- 
ather based on previous ob- 
servation. This sort of nume- 
rical weather prediction was 
first devised by a British me- 
teorologist, L. F. Richardson, 
60 years ago, although for 25 
years it was impractical bec- 
ause of the large number of 
calculations necessary to arr- 
ive at the basic equations or 
“models”. One estimate was 


that an army of 64,000 lead- 
ing mathematicians working 
for a year round the dock 
would be necessary to process 
all the meteorological observ- 
ations into neat “models”. 

Today, however, computers 
can do work in seconds. But 
file da ta on which today’s 
“models” are based is notor- 
iously Inaccurate. The Global 
Weather Experiment will rep- 
lace those inaccurate “models” 
with the most precise data 
possible under modem condi- 
tions. 

At the same time as the 
Global Weather Experiment is 
taking place, a special monso- 
on experiment will occupy 
scientists in the Bay of Ben- 
gal and the Arabian Sea. Dur- 
ing the coming winter and the 
s umm er of 1979, an expected 
six Soviet and Indian ships 
will concentrate on meteoro- 
logical observations of partic- 
ular significance in the forma- 
tion of the monsoon. 

Global telecommunications 
will also be under test during 
the 12-month period since sc- 
ientists want to start work 
on the data as quickly as pos- 
sible, uot just because of a 
natural feeling of impatience 
after 10 years of waiting, but 
also because the extra infor- 
mation will help Improve wo- 
rldwide forecasting from 1979. 

The main data processing 
centres will be in the USA 
USSR. Japan. U.K. and at the 
WMO’s Geneva headquarters. 
But numerous radio and sate- 
llite receiving stations will pl- 
ay a vital role in transmitting 
that data to the computer 
centres, where the work will 
really begin.

It’s the same 
with the booming sales of ce- 
ment”. 

Longby holds the state res- 
ponsible. He says: “By under- 
paying its cavil servants and 
putting them on .short time 
the government encourages 
people to take on extra work 
in order to make ends meet. 

“Heavy value-added tax on 
maintenance tasks like - paint- 
ing, plumbing and electricity 
are an incentive to the house- 
holder to look for undeclared 
labour.” 

Jean-Claude Martini, a pro- 
fessional carpet- layer, says: 
“The authorities could put an 
end to moonlighting by ob- 
liging suppliers of building 
materials to sell only to re- 
gistered artisans, instead of 
offering trade discounts to any 
purchaser”. 

But Martini admits that he 
often hires unskilled person- 
nel to lay his carpets. He says: 
“I pay them less than the of- 
ficial hourly wage.

declared, work 14 hours a day 
in their own homes and earn 
up to 1,800 francs a month. 

The French police estimate 
that 300 Paris garment Anns 
are using "lump" labour and 
that 10 per cent of the out- 
put for the whole of France 
is produced in this manner. 

Jean Hardy, a Paris subur- 
banite, takes up the cudgels 
on behalf of the moonlighters. 
Hardy says: "No building firm 
would agree to dear the rub- 
bish from the site on which 
our house was built. They sa- 
id the gate was too narrow 
for a bulldozer to get through. 
One gave us a tentative esti- 
mate of 10,000 francs as the 
lowest charge for the job. Fin- 
ally it was done by a dty 
paries employee in his spare 
time for 2,000 francs. 

“Lump” workers are recrui- 
ted for many walks of life 
including students, senior ex- 
ecutives and members of the 
liberal professions as weQ as 
tiie unemployed. Few are pre- 
pared to accept the argument 
that they are devaluing their 
own work and that of mem- 
bers of their profession. 

Secretary of State for Man- 
ual Labour Lionel Stoleru ac- 
cepts that it is going to be 
an uphill struggle to change 
the Frenchman’s attitude to 
tiie “lump".

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Rhodesian cabinet 
rejects Anglo-U.S.

— Rhodesia’s interim government has re- 
jected an Anglo-American call to sit down and discuss the future of the 
country with black nationalist guerrillas. But the multi-racial interim gov- 
ernment, set up to implement an internal settlement in Rhodesia, said it 
would welcome a visit here by British Foreign Secretary David Owen and 
United States Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. 


Dr. Owen and Mr. Vance are 
expected to go to Tanzania 
this week for talks with guer- 
rilla leaders Joshua Nkotno and 
Robert Mugabe who have re- 
jected the interna] settlement- 

The interim government sta- 
tement last night followed 
four hours of talks between its 
representatives and Mr. John 
Graham of the British foreign 
office and Mr. Stephen Low, 
U.S. Ambassador to Zambia. 

The Anglo-American envoys 
tried unsuccessfully to persu- 
ade the interim government to 
take part in an all-party con- 
ference with the leaders of the 


Patriotic Front guerrilla alli- 
ance. 

The interim government is 
led -by a partnership of white 
Premier Ian Smith and mode- 
rate black leaders Bishop Abel 
Muzorewa, Reverend Ndabani- 
ngj Sithole and Chief Jeremiah 
Chirau.

Marcos orders release c™ t « but 
of 500 detained persons *■»« 


MANILA, Philippines April 
11 (AP). — President Ferdin- 
and E. Marcos ordered tonight 
the release of more than 500 
persons detained for participa- 
ting in a peaceful march Sun- 
day protesting the "death of 
freedom and democracy” in the 
P hili ppines, an official announ- 
cement said. 

Excluded from the release 
order, however, were former 
Senator Lorenzo Tanada, 76. 
one of the Philippines’ most 
respected lawyers and campa- 
ign manager of the opposition 
People’s Power Party in last 
Friday's elections, and six oth- 
er party members including fo- 
ur candidates, the presidenti- 
al palace said. 

The announcement said Mr. 
Tanada and the six others, in- 
cluding candidates Francisco 
Rodrigo, also a former senat- 
or, Teopisto Guingona, Ernesto 
Rondon and AquiHno Pimentel, 
were the leaders and organis- 
ers of Sunday’s march. It said 
the participants “openly advo- 
cated the use of violence aga- 
inst the government.” 

Marcos’ decision was In ac- 
cordance with "a national po- 


licy of conciliation to bring to- 
gether all the various factions 
in society," the announcement 
said. It described most of tho- 
se arrested as first offenders 
"who probably did not know 
the full implication of their 
participation in the march.” 

Charges of illegal assembly 
and inciting to rebellion had 
earlier been filed before a mili- 
tary court against all of them 
but today's announcement said 
Marcos indicated the charges 
might subsequently be referr- 
ed to a civil court 

It was not known when the 
prisoners would be released. 
Mr. Marcos ordered the release 
of six nuns and a' priest yes- 
terday although the authorities 
said their release did not mean 
the charges against them had 
been dropped. 

The march, in which partici- 
pants carried two mod: coffins 
containing what they said we- 
re the "remains of freedom and 
democracy” as they said the 
rosary and interpersed the pra- 
yer with some patriotic songs, 
was organised to protest alleg- 
ed widespread fraud and terro- 
rism during Friday's voting.

Gone are the days of 
London’s killer fogs 


By Michael West 


LONDON (AP). — The days 
are over when London's in- 
famous “pea-soupers” swirled 
yellow and oily through city 
streets. Officials hail the dis- 
appearance of the killer fogs 
as a major environmental vic- 
tory. 

By banning the burning 
of coal in home hearths and 
In factories, the city govern- 
ment underwrote a costly ca- 
mpaign to convert its energy 
sources to smokeless fuels 
such as gas, electricity and 
off. 

Now, 22 years after par- 
liament passed the Clean Air 
Act ordering "smoke control 
areas” in the city and its out- 
skirts. the benefits are plainly 
visible. For one thing, Lon- 
doners can see farther — av- 
erage visibility was improved 
fr om one and a half miles to 
four miles in winter -- and 
residents now get 70 per cent 
more sunshine during the add 
season. 

As whHo as mow 

The London Zoo says its 
polar bears are almost as wh- 
ite as in tbe Arctic wild ins- 
tead of turning a dirty grey 
colour from the smog. Plants 
and wildlife also are thriving 
in the sunnier atmosphere. 

"Some areas of London 
now are as clean as many 
rural areas,” said a spokes- 
man for fife government's De- 
partment of tiie Environment. 

First accounts of pea-soup- 
ers plaguing! London In the 
winter date bade to 1273 wh- 
eat coal burning was banned 
as being “prejudicial to he- 
alth.” In 1306, a Londoner 
was executed tor violating 
the ban. 

Even Queen Elizabeth I was 
annoyed with the taste and 
smoke of (be coal, official re- 
cords show. The fogs provided 


the mysterious backdrop In 
the 19th century for the fic- 
tional prowlings of Sherlock 
Holmes and the real crimes 
of Jack tiie Ripper. 

In 19S2, an estimated 4,000 
persons died in London's wor- 
st fog on record and in 1962 
an estimated 2,800 were kil- 
led. 

Some fog victims simply 
dropped dead In the streets, 
their lungs stifled by tbe de- 
nse^ murky mix of smoke, 
coal-based chemicals and thick 
mist. Bronchitis killed the re- 
st within days. 

Visibility dropped to a yard 
or two; prize cattle at the 
capital’s annual Smlthfield Fa- 
rm Show fell dead, London's 
big red buses stopped runn- 
ing and performances of tbe 

opera “La Traviata” were ab- 
andoned because of poor vi- 
sibility inside Sadler's Wells 
Theatre. 

Appeal to Parliament 

The 1952 death toil so sho- 
cked the British public that 
politicians and civil servants 
appealed to parliament for re- 
lief. The Clean Air Act was 
passed in 1956, empowering 
municipal councils in London 
and around Britain to order 
“smoke control areas” where 
all burning of coal In home 
hearths and In factories was 
prohibited. 

The job of converting to the 
use of gas, electricity, oQ and 
other smokeless fuels lode ab- 
out six years and cost the 
government millions of doll- 
ars. Now practically all of 
London is smoke controlled. 

The smoke control regulat- 
ions have given a big boost 
to plant and bird life' In (he 
British capital. The parks de- 
partment, for example, Is st- 
arting to plant more oak tre- 
es in Hyde Park this year. 

Oaks cannot surv i ve pollut- 
ed air and almost disappear- . 
ed from London daring the' 


Industrial revolution last cent- 
ury because of the smoke »*** 
factory fumes. Only 12 oak 
trees remain alive in Hyde 
Park. 

Mora oaks 

“But we now find that oa- 
ks are much more amenable 
to the London atmosphere and 
we shall be planting more of 
them,” said Robert Stevenson, 
superintendent of London’s 
Central Royal Parks. 

The London Natural Histo- 
ry Society says new birds 
have arrived In London since 
1970, including grey wagtails; 
kestrels and pied flycatchers. 
Insects also are thriving in 
the cleaner air. 

The London w e a t h er centre 
reports that in 1955 (here 
were 35 days when visibility 
dropped below 500 metres. 
Now there are only nine days 
a year. 

Some nostalgia buffs even 
regret the passing of the pea- 
soupers which were as much 
a feature of Loudon as Buck- 
ingham Palace, They inspired 
romantic songs like "A foggy 
day In London town.” 

In 1961 two enterprising 
young Pennsylvania women, 
bottled it and said (hey sold 
7,000 In the United States for 
30 cents apiece. 

While pea-soupers are only 
a recent memory, the fight 
against ah' pollution in Lon- 
don goes on. 

As In most large Western 
cities, the battle now is aga- 
inst tile growing menace of 
automobile, truck and bos' 
fumes, according to Dr. Midt- 
ael Schwar, head of Air Pol- 
lution Cbntrol for the Greater 
London Council. 

"MHUons of teas of pollu- 
tion are pushed Into the air 
by tiie London traffic each ye- 
ar ” Dr. Schwar said. The 
smog’s main ingredients are 
carbon monoxide, lead and 
oxides, of nitro g en .

Patrick Gray, who resigned 
in disgrace as acting director 
of the FBI five years ago, is 
the first person to have occu- 
pied the director's office to 
be charged with a crime. 

He and two former subor- 
dinates charged with him - - 
Mark Felt and Edward Miller 
-- could face 10 years in pri- 
son and S10.000 fines if they 
are convlctei 

Mr. Felt was acting asso- 
ciate director and Mr. Miller 
was assistant director with 
responsibility for domestic se- 
curity operations. 

They were charged with 
authorising a large secret te- 
am of agents in the New York 
area known as Squad 47, whi- 
ch carried out burglaries and 
wiretaps against the radical 
Weather Underground group 
and suspected sympathisers in 
the early 1970’s. 

I The three were charged by 


a federal grand jury yesterday 
with conspiring a deprive re- 
latives and friends of the 
Weathermen of their civil ri- 
ghts by approving secret sea- 
rches of their homes and offi- 
ces and the illicit opening of 
their mail 

Mr. Gray, 61. was appoint- 
ed to the top FBI job by for- 
mer President Richard Nixon 
in 1972 after the death of the 
legendary J. Edgar Hoover. 

He resigned In disgrace a 
Utile more than a year later 
when it was disclosed that, 
at the urging of White House 
aides, he burned documents 
that could have been used as 
evidence in investigations Into' 
the Watergate scandal. 

Attorney General Griffin 
Bell announcing yesterday’s 
indictments, said disciplinary 
proceedings would be taken 
against 68 FBI agents, most 
of them attached to the New 
York Field Office, one former 
agent, and one Justice Dep- 
artment lawyer. 

Among the agents to be 
disciplined Is Wallace La Pra- 
de. Assistant FBI Director, 
who now beads tbe bureau's 
New York Field Office.

An aufopsy showed that Ba- 
ron Bracht had died violently 
during or shortly after^he was 
dragged from his car in a base- 
ment car park in Antwerp's 
business district on March 7, 
indicating that ransom dem- 
ands had been made after his 
death. 

A telephone call telling the 
baron's son Theo where to find 
a note which led police to the 
dump ram** one day after 
Theo had appealed to the kid- 
nappers on television to break 
their three- week silence and 
contact him. 

He said that one of the kid- 
nappers, whom he referred to 
as “D”, had phoned him ear- 
lier, speaking English with an

accent. The public prosecutor 
said be believed the gang had 
demanded a ransom of bet- 
ween $1.6 million and just over 
$2 million. 

Negotiations over toe ran- 
som broke down when the kid- 
nappers faffed to provide the 
baron’s family with proof that 
he was stfll alive. 

The public prosecutor, spe- 
aking at a press conference 
here yesterday, refused to give 
any details of how the investi- 
gation into tbe kidnapping was 
going. A high-powered crisis 
team set up to organise the 
search had . imposed a ti gh t 
news blackout on the effort 

The prosecutor said there 
appeared to be no political mo- 
tive behind tbe kidnapping, 
and added that no links had 
been found with the recent 
abduction of another Belgian 
Baron, Edouard-Jean Empiain, 
who was freed last month af- 
ter two months’ captivity. 

Baron Bracht one of the 
wealthiest busines smen in this 
thriving port city, made his 
fortune through commodity, ba- 
nking insurance, and property 
companies.

ATHENS, April 11 (R). — 
Greek-Turkish talks on issues 
dividing the two countries, in- 
cluding Cyprus and territorial 
rights in the Aegean Sea, have 
been postponed for tbe time 
being, a Greek government Sp- 
okesman said today. 

The spokesman gave no re- 
ason for putting off the expert- 
level talks, which were due to 
open for three days in Ankara 
on Friday. 

He said only that a new 
date would be fixed through 
diplomatic channels in the near 
future. 

An authoritative source in 
Athens said the postponement 
was made inevitable by recent 
events, particularly the United 
States administration’s anno- 
unced intention a week ago to 
ask Congress to lift the Ameri- 
can aims embargo against Tur- 
key. 

The atmosphere was not con- 
ducive for such talks, the sour- 
ce said. 

The postponed talks were, 
originally agreed by Prime Mi- 
nisters Constantine Karaman- 
lis of Greece and Bulent Ecevit 
of Turkey at a meeting _ last 
mnnfti in Mantreux, Switzer- 
land. 

The main issue of the talks 
was to have been air space 
rights over the Aegean and cl- 
aims to Its continental shelf. 

Mr. Byron Theodoropoufos, 
Secretary General of the Greek 
Foreign Ministry, had been due 
to leave for Ankara on Thurs- 
day to head the Greek delega- 
tion in the talks.

“We are engaged today in a broader range of arms control 
negotiations than ever before hi our history, because the oppor- 
tunities we can grasp, and the c h a llen ges we race, are greater, 
than ever before,” Mr, Vance said. .. . 

Mr. Vance practical^ equated arms control with a strong 
defence, saying both were essential steps to achieving national 
security. 

The effort to slow the arms race through mutual and balanc- 
ed restraints had been a central element in U.S. policy under 
seven presidents. Democratic and Republican, he added. 

State Department officials said Mr. Vance’s speech was atm. 
ed at countering domestic criticism that the administration was 
focussing on arms control at the expense of adequate defence. 

It also attempted to counter-balance a speech by President 
Carter last month in North Carolina which was sharply crlfi. 
cised in Moscow for its tough tone and stress on defence antf 
not arms control. . ■ ■ ■ 

“There are clear limits to what we should expect iron* aims 
control. But it is equally clear that arms control, pursued in a 
deliberate and measured way, will contribute _ significantly to 
reducing the prospect of war,” Mr. Vance said. 

•This is why I believe so sttongly that our security is best 
protected by policies of strength in our national deferce and Iqp 
practical arms control agreements that limit the dangers to 
which we must, and always will, respond.” 

Mr. Vance announced talks would open next month on a 
treaty to >™it tests of the hunter-killer space satellites, which 
the Soviet Union has been working on for over a decade. 

Answering questions, the secretary of state also defended 
President Carter's decision to postpone developing the neutron 
bomb, which has stirred controversy because of its power to 
kill people and leave buildings intact. 

Asked whether the weapon might be a bargaining point in 
negotiations, he said the United States would like the Soviet 
Bloc to agree to reduce tank forces in the area and perhaps 
deployment. 

*The kinds of things that we would be looking for are the 
kind of things that affect the security of the European region. 
Such things as tank forces in the area, the threat to the area 
which arises from weapons such as the SS-20 ballistic missile 
and other items which it is too early yet to delineate.” 

He said the subject would be discussed with U.S. allies.
